housing policies

A nude photograph taken by a 
BYU design major for a photography 
class is the center of a controversy 
between her and the managers of her 
apartment. The managers have asked 
her to take the photograph down from 
her bedroom wall in order to comply 
with BYU housing standards. 

The picture is a frontal view of a 
naked female from the waist up, said 
the photographer, Eve Watterson, 
23, a junior from Denver, Colo. “You 
can’t even see the face, so the identity 
is concealed,” she said. “What both- 
ers me is that I can’t put my own art 
work in my own room.” 

According to BYU’s “Residential 
Living Standards,” “pornographic or 
indecent material ... is not permitted 
in or about the premises of approved 
student housing.” 

The code says apartment owners 
are responsible for maintaining this 
standard. 

The situation has put Watterson’s 
apartment managers, BYU students 
Myles and Marah Cluff, in a bind, es- 
pecially since the BYU Housing Of- 
fice provides no specific criteria to 
help landlords and managers decide 
whether material is “pornographic or 
indecent.” 

“We rely on our own sense of 
morals and judgment,” said John 
Pace, manager of the BYU Off-Cam- 
pus Housing Office. If a landlord 
needs help in judging material, the 
office can send scmeone to make a 


decision, he said. 

Marah said a woman at the housing 
office “counseled me to go with my 
feelings, so I asked (Watterson) to 
take it down.” Marah said she first 
saw the photograph during a cleaning 
check. 

“T would like to see more specific 
guidelines,” said her husband Myles. 

Watterson submitted the work in 
Design 377R, a photography class in 
which students direct their own 
learning, said John Telford, professor 
of design. 

“Under the context of the class, 
nothing I would consider porno- 
graphic was submitted,” Telford said. 
“There is a difference between erotic 
art and a sensitive exploration of the 

‘human form.” 

“IT associate pornography with 
degradation or exploitation of the hu- 
man body ... there’s an obvious differ- 
ence between my work and Play- 
boy’s,” Watterson said. A similar 
print, along with 16 of her other par- 
tial nudes, was approved for display 
in the Harris Fine Arts Center in 
November. 

Telford stressed that he agrees 
with the policies of the university and 
that he finds many photographs to be 
pornographic or indecent. “I don’t 
show Mapplethorpe.” 

Myles said he interprets the uni- 
versity policy to mean that no nudity 
is acceptable in a photograph. He said 
his personal view is the same. 

However, Myles said he wouldn’t 
have said anything to Watterson if 
BYU didn’t hold him responsible.

Amtrak train 
collides with 
dump truck; 
driver killed

NEWPORT NEWS, Va. — An 
Amtrak train derailed Wednesday 
morning after colliding with a truck at 
a crossing; killing the truck driver 
and injuring 53 of the roughly 96 peo- 
ple aboard, authorities said. 

The Colonial, bound for New York, 
slammed into a dump truck loaded 
with sand 10 minutes after leaving the 
Newport News station. The crash oc- 
curred at an intersection that was 
marked with warning signs but no 
gates, bells or flashing lights. 

Several cars on the train over- 
turned, but it appeared that they only 
turned once onto their side and did 
not continue to roll. 

Fire Investigator M.F. Champ said 
the truck driver was killed and 53 peo- 
ple on the train were injured. Five 
hospitals reported treating 49 people, 
most for minor injuries. 

Police Lt. Carl Burt identified the 
truck driver as Sam L. Chandler, 61, 
of Gloucester. He worked for the 
Sears Concrete Corp. of Gloucester, 
Burt said. 

Amtrak spokesman Cliff Black said 
a ticket listing showed the train was 
carrying 92 passengers, but the ac- 
tual number could have been a few 
more or less. There were four 
crewmembers. 

Burt said speed recorders on the 
locomotive showed that the train was 
traveling at its authorized speed of 79 
mph. 

The train consisted of an engine and 
five passenger cars, all of which de- 
railed. Three cars were on their sides, 
two were upright and the engine was 
in aravine. 

The impact sheared the truck in 
half, Burt said. 

“It was just a quick, sharp bang,” 
said Kevin Hayes, who was on one of 
the cars that flipped on its side. “Ev- 
erybody tumbled over.” Hayes was 
not injured. 

“It was really bad, cars every- 
where, debris everywhere, dirt and 
trees pushed up, lots of people run- 
ning to see what was going on,” said 
Danny Terry, who passed the acci- 
dent shortly after it happened. He 
said he saw people climbing out the 
windows of the train. 

Michael Benson, a spokesman for 
the National Transportation Safety 
Board, said investigators will exam- 
ine highway conditions, the driving 
history of the truck driver and the 
truck’s brakes. 

The Colonial was involved in an- 
other accident, on Jan. 4, 1987, when 
it struck three linked Conrail locomo- 
tives that ran a stop signal near Balti- 
more. Sixteen people were killed and 
175 injured in that accident, the worst 
in Amtrak history.

Members of The Church of Jesu 
Christ of Latter-day Saints have a 
special set of “lenses” for looking a 
the Dead Sea Scrolls, said Daniel H 
Ludlow in a lecture given to an over. 
flow crowd Wednesday night in the 
Harmon Building. 


Ludlow explained some of the sim 
ilarities of the teachings in the scroll 
and beliefs held by the Church. 

“We as Latter-day Saints have 
different set of lenses as we look a 
the scrolls — we have the glasses o 
the Book of Mormon, Doctrine and 
Covenants, the Pear] of Great Price 


the Joseph Smith Translation of the 
Bible and the teachings of our living - 


prophets,” Ludlow said. 

The scrolls have caused contro- 
versy in the Christian world because 
they deal with the essential teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ 200-300 years 
prior to his ministry. Some authors 
have pointed to the scrolls as a way 
to disprove Christian beliefs. 

Ludlow explained that those using 
the scrolls to debunk Christianity 
are not accustomed to hearing that 
many Christian practices were per- 
formed prior to the coming of Christ. 

Ludlow stated that the people of 
Qumran, who wrote the scrolls, had 
practices and beliefs very similar to 
the LDS Church. Among these prac- 
tices were baptism by immersion, 
belief in a pre-earthly existence, pre- 
sumption of eternal families and an 
idea of dispensations. 

“The scrolls definitely and clearly 
say that baptism by immersion in 
water for the remission of sins was 
practiced hundreds of years before 
Christ was on this earth.” 

Regarding the people of Qumran’s 
belief in a pre-existence, Ludlow 
said, “they thought they had entered 
into a covenant with God before they 
came upon the earth and that the 
great war (between good and evil) 
started in heaven.” 

_ One of the scrolls, known as the 
Copper Scroll, holds records of the 
locations of hidden treasures such as 
the Ark of the Covenant and candle- 
sticks from the Holy of Holies. The 
problem with this “treasure map” is

mirror LDS gospel 
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that it is written in code and 
searchers are unable to identify the 
burial sites. 

Ludlow pointed out that until 
1981, codes were also used in the 
scriptures of the LDS Church. The 
codes were actually code names 
given to early missionaries of the 
Church in an attempt to protect 
them from potential enemies. 

The differences between the 
teachings of the Church and those 
in the scrolls are attributed to the 
people of Qumran not being mem- 
bers of the “true church.” 

“It is not fair to say ‘they were 
Mormon; they were not of the true 
church,” Ludlow said. “They 
didn’t claim to be true Israelites 
and broke off from the other groups 
because they felt the other groups 
weren't the true church.” 

About 20 percent of the scrolls 
that have been found have not yet 
been translated. Ludlow feels that 
the Church needs to be better pre- 
pared to help translate the scrolls 
as they become available to study. 

“We do have some scholars, not 
nearly enough that can work on the 
scrolls.” 


Scruggs’ 


study is scrubbed

The last-minute scrubbing of a pro- 
posed survey by two BYU faculty 
members about delegates to Utah’s 
state political conventions is resulting 
ina slower, less complete compilation 
of information about those delegates. 

David B. Magleby, a full professor 
of political science and well-known 
exit poll expert, and Bud Scruggs, a 
visiting assistant professor of political 
science and former chief of staff to 
Gov. Norm Bangerter, were set to 
conduct a study of the delegates se- 
lected at caucus, or neighborhood 
meetings Monday, until the plan was 
vetoed by the Republican party. 

Approximately 2,200 of the 2,500 
delegates who will be sent to the Re- 
publican party’s convention June 26- 
27 were chosen Monday, as were dele- 
gates to the Democrats’ convention, 
June 12-13. Magleby and Scruggs had 
promised to complete their study, 
with the help of BYU students, 
within 48 hours after the caucuses 
closed. 

Instead, both parties are scram- 
bling to produce lists of the names, 
addresses and telephone numbers of 
the delegates to their candidates. 
“The delegates will soon be under 
siege,” Magleby said, as the candi- 
dates try to sway the delegates to 
vote for them at the convention. The 
two candidates with the most votes 


from delegates move on to a primary 
face-off September 8. 

The study was scrapped just as Ma- 
gleby and Scruggs were preparing to 
begin spending money on prepara- 
tions two weeks ago, or “at the last 
minute,” Magleby said. 

The $15,000 price tag for each party 
went into the decision. “Basically, we 
looked at it, what we would get, the 
cost, and decided to go in another di- 
rection” said Republican party official 
Dave Hansen. 

Instead, he said, an Ogden com- 
pany was contracted to take phone 
calls from caucus locations and com- 
pile the valuable candidate lists. 
“We're far from having a complete 
list,” said Robert Glazier, campaign 
manager for gubernatorial candidate 
Mike Leavitt, Wednesday night. 

He said the party has done a good 
job and that Republican candidates 
have been provided with 1,200 dele- 
gate names already. 

He predicted a complete list to ma- 
terialize in days. 

James Roberts, executive director 
for the Democrats, said his party 
would “have a pretty good chunk” of 
the names within 48 hours and that it 
would only cost about $1,000. 

“Hivery year the mass meeting pro- 
cess is criticized,” said Scruggs. The 
professors had planned an in-depth 
study of the process. “What we had 
proposed would have been very au- 
thoritative,” Magleby said.

Post-Cold War difficult for Germany 


- BERLIN — Not long ago, the newly united Germany seemed to have so 
much going for it — size, economic strength, new global influence — that some 
people feared its potential power. 

Now a nation known for order and efficiency has trash in the streets, trains 

-that won’t run, a budget deficit, seriocomic political chaos and a chancellor 
eriticized by his own Cabinet. 

_. What happened to the country that seemed, just a year ago, to be on the 

threshold of becoming an impact player in the new world arena? 

_. “I keep thinking about why things turned so sour,” said Heinrich Vogel, 

director of the German Institute for International Studies in Cologne. “Now 
everybody pities us.” Vogel said Germany is having difficulty adjusting to the 
fiscal and philosophical realities of the Cold War’s end. 

“We have approached the end of an era. Now, it’s the morning after. It’s a 
new ball game and nobody has figured out the rules,” he said. 

Germany’s problems start at the top, where Chancellor Helmut Kohl faces 
dissent and turnover in his fractious three-party governing coalition. 


Worthington wants to withdraw pleas

change the pleas.“I understand he’s going to make that application,” Ellett 
said. “I think it’s too late.” 

No hearing date has been set, Ellett said, and under Utah law, a motion for 
a change of plea must be filed within 30 days of the original plea. Worthington 

-entered his guilty pleas more than 40 days ago and was sentenced March 26) 
“The time has passed for him to withdraw the plea,” Ellett said. wey 

A television station reported that Worthington felt his attorney, Andrew 
Valdez, coerced him into a plea agreement. Valdez was unavailable for com- 
ment. 

Worthington pleaded guilty to one count of felony murder, eight counts of 
aggravated kidnapping and an aggravated burglary charge.

But 
Willie’s love for the now middle-aged 
Joy drive the two on a quest back to 
Santa Fe — setting the scene for a 
reuniting that will test whether their 
love can cross the barriers of time 
and age. Interesting story, but the 
problem with “Late For Dinner” is 
that it doesn’t have an ending — it 
just stops.

Necessity brings those 
dreams closer when they go from the 
mean streets of New York City to 
the wide open spaces out West, 
meeting old friends and new part- 
ners, encountering new enemies and 
daring challenges. 

The great James Stewart is the 
legendary Wylie Burp and Dom 
DeLuise reprises his role of Tiger, 
the lovable cat. John Cleese is the 
evil Cat R. Waul, the epitome of the 
smooth, charming English gentle- 
man-crook. 

This sequel is just as good as the 
first; fast paced, excellent anima- 
tion, and genuinely entertaining.

Adrienne 
Saunder (Goldie Hawn), has a suc- 
cessful career in the art world, and 
after six years of marriage and a 
five-year-old daughter, discovers 
that her husband Jack (John Heard) 
wasn’t out of town for the weekend 
on business like he claimed, but at a 
local hotel in New York City. After 
she asks if he was having an affair, he 
storms out of the apartment, to re- 
turn only. in spixit,as two police offi- 
cers bring the news of his death in a 
car accident.
